I would not, 
however, be thought to over-rate it. Every 
Art is valued in a joint Proportion to its 
Difficulty and Ufefulnefs. The Ufe of 
Draughts is the fame with that of any 
other Game of Skill, that it may amufe thofe 
Hours for which more laudable Employment 
is not at Hand, and happy is the Man whoje 
equabillity of Temper and conflancy of Per- 
feverance in better Things, exempt himfrom 
the Need of fuch Reliefs . 

Whatever maybe determined concerning its 
Ufe, its Difficulty is incontefible; for among 
the Multitudes that prablife it, very few un¬ 
der ft and f it. There are indeed not many
